THE GREAT FIRE IN PARIS. 
STORIES OF SURVIVOR, 


Paris, May 4.—ono of the survivors told 
tu the’ correspondent of the Associated 
Press his experience as follows : 

“The place was crammed full of people 
and tho heat was stifling, Being very 
uncomfortable, my frionds and | dotermin- 
ed to leave, but somehow we could not 
make ‘much headway through the thron: 
toward the door. [stayed a, little behin 
as I was offered a nosegay by a stall-holder, 
when of a sudden, tho shout of firo was 
raised. Instantly sll. was commotion. 

"We tried to keap cool, but the rush. 

ind forcod us forward and we wero

‘T eannot describe the struggle which 
followed.

Miss Elsie Bushbeck of Philadelphia, 
with tho Misses Hawthorne and Tushbedle, 
was one of the few who escaped, although 
not unseathed.

Larnved at 4.10 o'elock, with my friends.

ing to turn around, [ saw and ealled my 
frionde’ attention to a flicker in. the cornor 
of the wall about, fifteen yards away, 
Hardly had 1 done no whon gontleman 
behind me cried ‘Firo! Ladies, hasten 
out!’ and pushed mo toward the door 
rathor roughly, but fortunately for us. 

"As this was my scepnd oxporience 
undur such circumstances I udvised my two 
friends to raiso their skirts in the front, so 
thoy would not stumble over them. We 
wore then just stepping on tho firat of the 
three stejjs~ leading out of tho building. 
Turaing my heid. to look back, I'saw the 
whole place in flames, At my loft I eaught 
a glimpse of an old Indy emerging from an 
adjacent daor, and ssw her stumble on her 
akirta. Tho next instant twenty persons 
piled on top of her. :
